Toronto, Aug. 2—Mr. Patrick | 
Boyle, the well-known editor of The 
Irish-Canadian, diced yesterday morn- 
ing’ at hit home, 67 Isabella street. 
At 6 o'clock he arose and called his 
daughter Hattie, who told him it 
was too early yet to get up. He 
went down stairs for a moment and 
then returned to his bed. ~ Bis 
daughter got up at 8.20 o'clock, and 
went to call him.

Mr, Doyle, who was a prominent 
member of the Irish Land League, 
was born in Newport, County Mayo, 
Treland, in 1832, and came to this 
country in 1844.

Paris, Aug. 9—M. Santos Dumont, 
the aeronaut, yesterday morning 
again attempted to circle the Eiffel 
‘Tower, Santos Dumont started 
from the Parc de St. Cloud at 6.10 
a. m., amid hearty cheers. His in- 
itlal movements were promising, os 
the balloon turned around the Eifel 
Tower nino minutes and 34 seconds 
after starting and re-headed for St. 
Cloud, Just over the Avenue Henri 
Marion, however, a strong gust of 
wind struck the acrostat, which vegr- 
ed violently to one side, almost sim~- 
ultaneously bounding backwards a 
distance of 50 yards, The hydrogen 
ges was forced from the frontgio the 
back part of the balloon, creating & 
sudden expansion, which caused the 
machine to dip. Her screw touched 
the ateel cords and broke them. 

‘M. Santos Dumont tmmediately 
stopped the motor, and the balloon 
began to dencend. Unfortunately, 
the cover of the aerostat struck the 
‘corner of a aix-storey building. A 
report like the shot of a cannon fol- 
lowed, The balloon collapsed and 
fell rapidly. Luckily the frame 
caught on the coping of the duild- 
ing, and the balloon remained sus- 
pended, otherwise Santos Dumont 
‘would have been Aled.

Naples, Aug. 12. — Signor Crispi 
ney at 7.45 o'clock Sunday cven- 
ing. 

Francesco Crispi was born in 1819 
in the town of Ribera, Sicily. Mo 
was cducated for the law, and as 
called ta the Neapolitan bar. He 
took an active part In the revolu- 
tlonary movement of 1848, when 
the kingdom of the two Sicilics was 
overthrown. He inspired the rezist- 
ance of the Sicilians during the~ in- 
surrection of Palermo, and was ¢.12- 
pelled to fly to France. 

He subsequently landed with Gari- 
Daldi at Palermo, and distinguished 
himself by*his courage and capacity. 
In 1861 he was elected to the first 
Italian Parliament as member for 
Palermo,,and Wax recognized as the 
leader of the constitutional party. 

In 1887 Signor Crispi became Pres- 
ident of the Council and Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. In 1891 his ministry 
was defeated. A year later he an- 
nounced his intention to quit poli- 
ties, and gave up the leadership of 
the Opposition. In 1894, however, 
the voice of his country called him 
into the arena again, when all was 
chaos and uncertainty. Under his 
powerful leading the condition of al- 
fairs gradually improved, notwith- 
standing the desperate efforts of his 
opponents to discredit and overthrow 
him by slanderous) personal attacks 
upon him. He fell eventually in 1890 
through tho disasters that overtooz 
the Italian arms in Erythera,

Colonial Secretary So: Declared in the House 


Of Commons, 


Efforts Afoot to Settle Big Steel Strike—Mr. Crawford Talks on 


the Dakota Ranch Business—Ontario Conservative Associa- 
tion Will Meet in Toronto on September 3. g 


London, Aug. 16.—The waning ses- 
sion of the House of Commons was 
enlivencd yesterday by a vigorous 
tilt between Sir William Vernon Mar 
court (Liberal) and Mr, Chamber- 
lain, the Colonial Secretary, over 
Lord Kitchener's proclamation. Sir 
William characterized it as a “‘mis- 
chievous document,’ the inspiration 
of neither Lord Kitchener nor) Lord 
Milner, but of the ministry of Na- 
tal."* 

He declared the government, in 
arming the natives, was reverting to 
@ practice which had left the darkest 
stain on the history of the war be- 
tween England and America. ‘The 
new policy of the government prom 
ised to be neither creditable Pet= 
fective, and was in contraventidh of 
all the fundamental principles of the 
St. Petersburg convention. 

The country would welcome an 
ante-adjournment statement on the 
status of the war, on which they 
were still spending £5,000,000 a 
month, although it was declared end- 
ed at the close of the last session. 

Mr, Chambertain’s Reply. 


Mr. Chamberlain said the war sta- 
tus was clearly indicated by Lord 
Kitchener’s weekly reports. Ho him- 
self had gone out of the prophesying 
business, but he axsured the speaker 
that the government's attitude was 
the only method of ending the war. 

The Colonial Secretary declared 
that the use of native troops was no 
new policy. It had been pursued with- 
out adverse criticism. ° The Indian 
troops in China had been co-wper- 
ating with the troops of five of the 
highest civilized powers. 

Regarding the banishment of burgh 
ers, Mr, Chamberlain said Great 
Dritalu had *'a perfect right to en- 
act what lawe-she chose for the yov- 
ernment of a country acquired by 
conyvest. The Doers must be taught 
that they can no Jonger carry on 
guerrilla warfare at no personal risk, 
while Great Britain fed their wotcen 
and children.’*

kets and mining tools, and a re- 
gelation miner's cabin near the 
damp. The bucket was presented 
to. Mr. Ogilvie by the Government 
employes of the Yukon Territory, 86 

all. Thia~ magnificent piece of 
work occupled three weeks in mak- 
frig and cost about $800. 

Before leaving Dawson the ex- 
Governor was made a life member of 
tiie Arctic Brotherhood, which -has 
800 members, and the Yukon Council 
pissed a very Sattering resolution. 

Mr. Ogilvie gave a detailed account 
of his trip out. He Seft Dawson 
City on June, 25, and spent .’ some 
Ume in the American camp of Nome.
